residents with bitter1 distinctness.

are no brilliant deeds of heroism in his- 
history, as in that of most -American ^offi- 
cers of his age,' to-- dazzle and avert ••the

eyes bent'upo'n his early infamy and wan- 
ton barbansm 
A lonp; life of seivice in 


the army, mostly in frontier stations, has 
afforded means of gratification to Ins ty 
rant nature ; bdt in his profession his cow- 
ardice shielded him from danger more suc- 
cessfully than his vanity stimulated him to: 
distinction. 


In his intercourse with civilians he :was' 


supercillious-and overbearing, - In his con- 
duct to his soldiers, 'he -was the:merciless: 
tyrant and task-master. He was constant- 
ly embroiled in feuds without cause of com- 
plaint ; his command was never without its; 
victims of his. cruelty and oppression. 


In 1828, a. soldier. Darned Prestige smart-' 


ing under the .infliction of punishment more1 
severe .than usual, determined . ..to. take, hisi 
life. Making his preparations with, extra- 
ordinary. care, Prestige, watched. :his oppor- 
tunity. when .Twiggs was asleep in his quar- 
ters one afternoon>rand .stealthily creeping, 
to his bedside, placed the muzzle of:a.heay- 
ily loaded musket to his ear, and. commend- 
ed his soul to the -keeping of the infernal; 
regions 
By some strange accident, the 


musket missed fire ; but the snapping of the, 
gu.n' awoke the. sleeper ;. and seizing it by. 
the muzzle, he brained the soldier at a blow, 
leaving him for dead. So far it was all 
right, doubtless the outraged but treaphpi 
ous soldier, deserved to. die. , But he did not. 
dia , his skull was smashed m by the gun 
lock, but he lived — lived to suffer .a compli- 
cation of horrors sickening fo think of. 
The 


skull of tlie wounded man was trephined by 
Dr Foot, an excellent suigeon and man, 
and while the patient was undei his inirpe 
diate care his condition was .comfortable. 
But scarcely had. he commenced to con- 
valesce when Twiggs began a series, a sys- 
tem of cruelties and enormities unparalleled 
in the annals of vindictue persecution — 
Before his reason was entnely reguliied, 
the suffering soldier was severely cowhided 
once every day, either by the hand of the 
tyrant himselt, or by his orders, and in hii 
preseace. He was confined in the dungeon 
— fed like a beast upon uncooked food — de 
nied any comfort or convenience suitable 
to man, and worried and e\a«perated with 
taunts and cursed as a sauce to hisicoarser 
punishments 
In the fall, 01 autumn of

Prestige, feeble, with famine 


and brutal rhistisement, crippled

chains, and laden with buulen, was forced fo 
march under guard through an handled and 
fifty miles of wilderness 
Once when a pity 


ing fellow soldier relieved tus fainting ML 
tim of a part of his burden for i while, he 
was kicked and cursed fur a scoundrel for 
his impertinent humanity 
Arrived at the 


Portage he was not permitted the coiise 
comforts of his fellows, bat chained to a 
tree, like a beast 
In this condition he was 


kept through a severe winter, without shel- 
ter or protection other than one blanket and 
a shed of slabs which some other soldiers. 
were suffered to build around him 
It is 


said that the villain Twiggs, the coward 
Twiggs, never passed the Hir without be 
stowing upon his suffering victim, nauseous 
with filth, and alive with vermin, a blow or 
a kick and curses 
In the spimg of 1^29, 


when the' soldier's enlistment -expired, and 
the tyrant could no longer retain : him foe 
his private persecution and revenge, his 
head was shaved and he was drummed out 
of the service. ^But the malice of the-:cow 
ard did riot end there;': When he could no 
longer reach him by his own arbitrary 
schemes of torture, he sent- him- under 
guard to this city,. anu.L.surrendered;him:.tq 
the civil authorities .to be tried for. big -at-

He was 


tried, and sentenced by Judge Do'v, to five 
years imprisonment in tbe county jail , but 
only a short time elapsed wheiii a> proper 
representation; of:.the : facts; .was. made to 
President Jackson, and he was paidoned 
and set at liberty.

Editoral Correspondence. 


From Washington. 


WASHINGTON-, March. 12, 1861. 


There is nothing of a startling nature in 


the news afloat about the capital. The se- 
cessionists are very quiet, while the friends 
of the Union and the constitution as it is, 
'are every day gaining strength throughout 
the country. If the 'people of the border 
states eotildhave time theywouldall, I ver- 
ily believe, rally around the good old flag. 
The policy of the secessionists is so evi- 
dently that of aggression, that it does not 
seem possible that they should hold. still 
much longer. If they do not produce a 
rupture soon, and an excitement, their cause 
is dead. They must know this as well as 
their opponents, and I have some appre- 
hension that they will try the mettle of the 
new government soon. Stagnation will be 
their ruin ; theyjwill "spile" if they do not 
fight; hence it is expected that the ominous 
lull in their operations is a preparation for 
something decisive. It is thought by many 
that they will attack Fort Sumter, and it is 
the opinion of army, officers that, though 
they may meet with a terrible resistance, 
they will be able to take the fort. It is 
deemed impossible, with the force at pres- 
ent at the command of the government, to 
reinforce Maj. Anderson, in consequence of 
the nature of the obstructions in the harbor 
and the strength of the defences erected.— 
Should this be the case, what is to be done? 
If Maj. Anderson is attacked, will the gov- 
ernment allow him to be sacrificed without 
an attempt to assist him ? It seems to me 
that this is not to be thought of for a mo- 
ment. The American name would be for- 
ever disgraced if that heroic garrison 
should come to harm from the vile traitors 
who plot its destruction. It is very unfor- 
tunate indeed that the force bills of the last 
congress were defeated, whieh, in the opin- 
ion of many, are necessary to enable the 
president to accept volunteers from the 
states. If the contingency should arise, 
which I have indicated, the nature of the 
case must suggest the remedy. It will not 
do, in these days of revolution, to be par- 
ticularly nice about the law. Should th« 
conflict come self-preservation may compel 
the government to take^strong measures 
which would not be justifiable under other 
circumstances. 


The southern confederacy has sent com- 


missioners to treat with Mr. Lincoln. Two 
of them have arrived; but it is said that 
Mr. Roman, of Louisiana, hesitates, on ac- 
count of sympathy for the Union. 
There 


is no probability that they will be recognized 
as having any more authority than private 
individuals. If they had their deserts they 
would be arrested and hung for treason. 


I have heard Wigfall speak several times 


ill the senate. He is a young man of row- 
dyish appearance, and very fluent and easy 
in speech. He does not believe in the doc- 
trine that "discretion is the better part of 
valor," and hence he blabs before the na- 
tion tha treasonable thoughts of the seces- 
sionists. His talk is like a drunken despe- 
rado among a bar-room crowd—without 
dignity, sense or coherence, be raves by the 
hour. There was a little scene which took 
place between him and Douglas the other 
day that had, to me, slightly the air of the 
ridiculous.

UNION MEN INCREASING. 


The Union men are daily increasing.— 


Little coteries of them may be found in a 
dozen places. I can name many, who, 
though they still wear uniforms, to avoid 
the violent and tyrantcal espionage which 
is carried on here, will yet never jase their 
arms against the flag of their co'nntry, or 
the laws of the United States. The cap- 
tain of a company told me last night, that 
though he was compelled to play soldier 
with them, yet he would never take up arms 
to engage in a fight for such a cause, and if 
war came, it would find him at his own 
door to protect his wife and children, but 
not at Morris Island to commit perjury and 
treason against the United States. Anoth- 
er man, who holds) a very responsible and 
lucrative position here, told me his patience 
had worn out, and his hopes that reason 
would return to the people had died ; that 
he was sorry that lie had not taken the last 
steamer north, but that if he remained, he 
would be true to the old flag and its glorious 
associations. Last week there were scores 
of Union men here. 
This week there are 


hundreds, and the more Mr. Lincoln's 
speech is read, the stronger will they be- 
come in numbers and faith. 


NO HOPE OP BORDER STATE SECEaSleN. 
I am happy to tell you that the secession- 


ists have given up all idea of persuading 
Kentucky, Virginia, Tennessee or Mary- 
land to join them or aid them in their reck- 
less projects. They have sense enough to 
discover that Mr. Lincoln's strong deter- 
mination to prevent any interference with 
slavery where it exists, and his avowals 
that the fugitive slave law is constitutional, 
and ought to executed in good faith, have 
disarmed the disaffected in those cooler 
states, where reason instead of passion 
reigns. They are anxiously laboring now 
to make themselves believe that they never 
wanted the border states, but it is a bitter 
pill for them to swallow. They huve al- 
most, if not quite, given up North Caroli-

and though the account of them for some 
reasons has not appeared in the southern 
papers, yet I have reason to know what I 
say to be true. 
A person connected with 


the night train of the South Carolina rail- 
road has communicated to me some intelli- 
gence which makes me tear that there is 
considerable disaffection amongst the ne- 
groes in the center of the state, and from 
what I hear, it arises entirely from the ab- 
sence from home of theirmasters, and their 
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ernment alone; oir we should be obliged to 
go into a new election. I give you this in- 
formation so that you may be prepared for 
the withdrawal of these gentlemen from the 
services of the state.

THE FLOATING 
BATTERY. 


I cannot help once more noticing the cel- 


ebrated floating battery. I was invited yes- 
terday, by one of the workman—a north- 
ern man—to go on board, and had time 
and opportunity to examine it minutely.— 
It is in the mud at the foot of Hazel street, 
though I believe it floats at high water. 
It 


is eighty feet long by forty-six wide, and 
has four port-holes for thirty-six pounders. 
The front of it is protected by .palmetto logs 
riveted together and forming a substance 
of about three feet and a half; the outside 
is covered by four thicknesses of railroad 
iron. The top or .sky side is entirely un- 
protected, the front part being much the 
heaviest. The back is ballasted with some 
hundreds of sarid bags. Between the rafts 
lie a few hundred of thirty-six pound balls. 
This result of native genius is not calcula- 
ted to do much harm, for, in consequence 
of the construction of the port holes, the 
guns can:point no other way than at the 
water, poise them as they will. Maj. An- 
derson, in the goodness of his heart, will 
probably not trouble it. A company, how- 
ever, has been found to man it, and should 
a stray shot strike it, or a shell drop over 
the top of it, I tremble to think of the 
slaughterpen.it would become.. In that 
case the hospital which is to be towed in 
the rear of it, will be of immense service.
